Manila, March 29—The American ad-

The Filipinos 
fired volleys during the night to draw 
the American fire to disclose the loca- 
tion and positions. Three Americans 
were wounded, but the troops remained 
silent.

Alvin B<Ulard, serv- 
ing an eight years' sentence in the Kan- 
sas penitentiary .for horse ttealing, has 
confessed that he, Altgood and "Bill" 
Turner were the murderers of N*w\ and 
that Mrs. New and Dobbs-are innocent. 
Turner hag not been found.

Now and robbed his dead body conspired 
afterwards to convict the widow and 
Dobbs. 
The supposed murderer, Alt- 


good, according to Balfard, even tried to 
get on the jury which convicted them. 


Ballard says that 'he, Altgood and 


Turner were members of an .organized 
gang of thieves and murderers that 
'operated in southeastern Kansas. As a 
result of his confession, 18 stolen horses, 
a bag of counterfeit silver dollars and 
a cftuhterfel'tihg outfit have been re- 
covered. Besides Altgood, B, L. Mathes, 
Mary Mathes and Herbert Simpson are 
under arrest. Fifty other horses stolen 
by the gang have been located.

There are .caves and under- 


ground houses all over~the northern part 
of Kansas that w.eredug or found by the 
gang. Up in the sand hills they have 
lots of plate machinery, where we turned 
out the money. : Matnes' ranch, near 
Hutchinson, is the headquarters of the 
gang;. Mathes has a corral on the ranch 
in'which stolen cattle and horses are 
driven from the territory and then 
shipped.

Of the Penobscot cut 


more than 100,000.000 feet are for saw 
logs, the balance goin(f to fet-d the pulp 
mills. 
On the 
Kennebec, the cut 


reaches a total of 77,275,000 feet of saw 
logs, and 24,000,000 feet of pulp logs, 
makins the grand total of this year's cut 
run 101,675,000 foot. 


The nut on the Penobscot is about the 


fame as has been the case -for several 
years part, while ou the Kennebec is 
considerably larger than in 1890. Ken- 
nebec lumbermen report conditions fa- 
vorable, but on the Penobscot the opera- 
tors say that it has been, on the whole, a 
hard winter for hauling. 
Early in the 


season, \vith the aid of a fair amount of 
snow, there was a good chance to haul 
to the yards, but later in the winter, on 
account of the depth and dry quality of 
Ihe snow, the roads were rendered al- 
most impassable, and with poor footing 
for the horses, the work has been greatly 
retarded. 


A general advance of from $2 to $3 over 


last year's prjcea is expected on spruca 
lumber this year, and tha feeling is ona 
of cheerfulness all around. 


On Uie Androscogg-in there is about 


the usual cut of saw logs, but a greatly 
increased cut of pulp logs. 
On the 


eastern 
rivers— the line 
'S. Narra- 


guagus, Union and Colu:; 
i— the cut 


has fallen off greatly itvrect.'.., years, and 
the cut this soason will not aggregate 
over 50,000,000 feet. 


On the-Penobscqt there is a good stock 


of logs for spring sawing — probably 
about 40,000,000 feet— and the mills will 
all start about April 20 to May 1, which 
is later than usual, but with plenty of 
orders.

Possibility That Many Bodies Remaining U 


the Hull May 6s Recovirea, 


Boston. March 29.—With the hauling 


to the surface of the waters of Massa- 
chusetts bay, entangled in the trawls, of 
a quantity of steamer furnishings by the 
crew of the schooner Maud S, the loca- 
tion of the hull of the ill-fated steamer 
Portland, after four months of conjec- 
ture, has been determined. The wreck- 
age consists of two electric light brack- 
ets, a mattress,, some minor cabin fur- 
nishings, a heaving line, and a portion 
of a woman's wearing apparel. 


The point of the bay is given by Cap- 


tain Thomas ae 22Vi miles east one-half, 
north from Boston light, 17 miles south 
southeast of Cape Ann and 
24 miles 


north, three-quarters west from High- 
land light, the depth of the water being 
between 50 and 60 fathoms. 
{ 


Only a few weeks ago another fisher- 


man, 
at very nearly the same place, 


brought up some wash bowl fittings, but 
these could not be positively identified. 
The articels just found, when brought 
ashore yesterday, were positively iden- 
tified by Agent Williams of the Portland 
line as being a part of the fin nishlngs in 
one of the cabins of the steamer. 


Of the 200 human beings, more or less, 


who went down with the steamer in the 
terrific gale of Nov. 26-7, the remains of 
less than 30 were recovered along the 
shores of Cape Cod, over 30 miles away, i 
It is possible, therefore, in view of the ' 
very plausible theory that a greater por- 
tion of the hull is still intact, that many 
of the bodies are in the wreck, and with 
careful grappling may be recovered. It 
will be impossible, however, owing to the 
great depth of the water, to use divers 
in exploring the hull, and grapples will 
have to be the sole means of bringing to 
light any additional portions of the ves- 
sel. 


The finding of the steamer at this point 


is considerable of a blow to a great num- 
ber of theories as to where the wreck 
occurred. The fact that all the wreckage 
came ashore at the end of Cape Cod led 
many of the most experienced mariners 
to believe that the hull of the steamer 
would be found within a mile or two of 
Peaked Hill bar. A careful exploration 
of these treacherous sands proved, how.

This carried all the wreckage and bodies 
to the southeast, and at 7:30 that Sun- 
day evening the first of It was picked up 
on Race Point, 18 miles distant. 


At midnight the first body was dis- 


covered on the shore, five miles east of 
Race Point, and the next day three more 
were picked up still farther along tbe 
cape, to the southward. While the 
greater portion of the wreckage was 
found between Race Point and High- 
land light, on the end of Cape Cod, near- 
ly all the bodies were picked up 15 of 20 
miles south of that point. 


A majority of those bodies recovered 


was found four or five days after the 
wreck, although but two weeks ago, or 
nearly four months after the steamer 
went down, still another victim was 
found on the shore off Chatham. 


The disaster of the Portland was one- 


of the most appalling that ever overtook 
a steamer on the New England coast, 
inasmuch as not a soul lived to tell the 
tale of the few terrible hours before the 
ship finally went to her doom. Plying 
as she did between this port and Port- 
land, her passengers were, for the mo.4t 
part, from the .Pine Tree state, so that 
the loss was almost a general calamity.

The bill raising the school age ot 


Winers employed in factories and other 
establishments to 16 years has been ad- 
versely reported to toe legislature and 
BO is as good as Wiled. It waa Intro- 
duced by the socialist representative 
fro» Haverhlll. James F. Carey. Rep- 
resentative Carey vigorously defended 
his measure in the house Monday. His 
defense contained a scathing denuncia- 
tion of some of the features of the in- 
dustrial system. The measure of Mr. 
Carey's vehemence can be guessed by 
this paragraph from his speech: "There 
Js po necessity for child labor in the 
factories. Child labor is not economic- 
ally necessary, for machinery has so 
largely increased the power of pro- 
duction, but it is used by the capitalist 
class to beat down the wages of the 
husband and father. It is robbery of 
the poor for the benefit of the capital- 
taut. Wages are beaten Se".Fn, yet peo- 
ple wonder why drunkenness 
and 


crime increase. This condition is due 
to the laws. Instead of Imprisoning 
the drunkards they ought to imprison 
you who rmk-> the laws which make 
the present burdensome industrial con- 
ditions possible." 
This problem of 


child labor is one of the greatest that 
Massachusetts must meet It is ad- 
mitted by manufacturers that compe- 
tition has made the labor of minors in- 
dispensable; tbe parents need the 
wages earned by the minors to main- 
tain tne family, and the state says the 
child must be given schooling to a cer- 
tain age. So it is that the family is 
beset on one side by industrial com- 
petition and on the other by the state. 
It is the business of the state to see 
that her youth are not illiterate, but 
she should go about her business in a 
more humane way than 
along the 


lines indicated by Mr. Carey. It would 
be a fine hypocrisy to drag the child 
from the very means to live and teach 
him concerning the poison of alcohol 
•while he suffered from an empty 
stomach and bare back. This matter 
must be taken up from the other end. 


, They propose to build million dollar

'.he state house in Boston. Elaborate 
plans are being prepared, but it is 
expected the plans will get no further 
than the plans.

Editor of the .Transcript: 


Will you permit a rew quotations 


from your editorial columns with com- 
ments thereon? 
First—"The Horri- 


ble Example" editorial of March 7th. 
In this there are some very impolite 
things said about temperance agitators 
and their methods, such as "foolish 
mushy sentimentality." "an outbreak 
of measles," "absurdly grotesque," 
"effervescence of the gushing class." 
Now, Mr. Editor, I would suggest that 
you put on your thinking cap and pro- 
pound to yourself this problem: "What 
class of tradesmen in North Adams 
and vicinity will be most pleased with 
the "Horrible Example" editorial of 
March ?th? Who will It benefit most? 


The editorial referred to begins, "If 


there is one thing that the temperance 
cause needs to be saved from it is the 
mushy sentimentality of its friends." 
If the temperance cause can be pro- 
moted by other means than those of 
its friends, we would like to be Inform- 
ed how. Again we quote from the 
same editorial: "The converts to the 
temperance cause to make it success- 
ful in this city * * * * must come now 
from the practical people, who are not 
stampeded by the effervescence of the 
gushing class." Some pretty big words 
there, but we think we know what 
practical means. Where are the prac- 
tical people? God knows there is need 
for them in this work. What is the 
principal cause of the poverty that ex- 
ists in this city today? 


"You may talk fill doomsday along 


the horrible example line atid you will 
find that outside of the setimental 
class there are few believing that the 
vlllanous degeneracy of Evans was 
due to whiskey and that bls.unname- 
able deed was of whiskey Origin. When 
you say to a healthy minded man that 
whiskey transformed Evans from the 
image of God to the devil he proved 
to be, you will be told you have a 
mighty poor idea of God." Who has 
the poorer idea of Godi those who be- 
lieve that Evans was born a brute, or 
those who believe that the man was 
degraded, perhaps partly from heredi- 
ty, partly by environment, possibly al- 
together by environment. That drunk- 
enness and lasciviousness go hand in 
hand is attested by an incident re- 
ferred to in the same column as the 
"Horrible Example" editorial. 


While we believe that intoxicating 


drink is the principal instigator of 
crime, we do not believe that it is any 
palliation of the crime, whatever that 
crime may be, but we are of the opin- 
ion that the guilt is shared by the ac- 
complice, (in the case of crime instigat- 
ed by drink): the institution that sup- 
plies the drink and those who author- 
ise'its existence. The Transcript says: 
March 8. "Universal temperance would 
not make us universally good." That 
statement might have been startling 
if it had fallen on the-ears of the men 
of Noah's generation, but we are sur- 
prised that 
th'e' Transcript should 


think it necessary to impart that in- 
formation to its readers in these clos- 
ing months of the nineteenth century. 


March 10th the Boston Transcript 


is quoted approvingly as saying: "It 
has become the settled policy generally 
throughout the state'to concentrate the 
liquor business in some city or large 
town for each

awpetiwe* spoken of, even'by, dignified 
men of science, as a. "hostler." One of 
his frk-nds used to tell a story of him 
illustrating one of bis characteristics, 
which led to the bestowal of this de- 
scriptive epithet upon him. Paring the 


, early development anu improvement of 


this city, gave i Colorado excavations revealed what 


promised to be a "find" in the depart- 
ment of science with which Professor 
Marsi? was concerned. The moment the 
first news of it published in New Haven 
fell under Professor Marsh's eye, ho 
placed a few essentials in a grip and 
took the first train for the west. Atter 
the train had passed the last important 
station on the way to his destitution 
tbe professor went through the cars 
gunning for anybody who might pos- 
sibly be on tbe same errand ss himself 
Ha recognized no fellow in science, but 
got into conversation with a man who 
proved to be one and- on the same mis- 
sion. Marsh carefully avoided permit- 
ting his identity or interest in the sub- 
ject to become known and after finish- 
ing his chat returned to his own car. 
There be began studying the time tablo 
and euch maps as were obtainable. 
Then he pnt judicious questions to tbe 
conductor and trainbands and came to 
the conclusion that be con Id beat tbe 
other fellow if he cpuld get off tbe train 
about 20 miles outside of the city of 
their common destination. He figured 
that he could in that event go straight 
on tbe short side of a triangle to the 
place of tbe discovery which he desired 
to investigate, while the other man 
would have to travel two sides of tbe 
triangle, one on tbe train and tbe otber 
by horse and wagon.

This renouncement of the continental title 
and succession seems to argue his preference for military life in England, not- 
withstanding the well known inclinations^ his royal wife, who has always 
been anxious for her husband to take up his German title.
